WACO, Tex , lB —A iVz-foo't ra t­ 
tier killed a veteran sna ke hunter 
who once called fea r of sna kes 
“ nonsense.” 
J. Ed Johnson Jr., an autnonty 
on rep tiles who long had watched, 
the habits of the deadly rattler, 
d:ed in a hosp ital here last night 
6 hours and 15 minutes after the 
rattlesnake sank its fangs into his 
hand. 
It hap p ened as Johnson and two 
friends 
hunted 
snakes 
in 
the 
Brazos River bottomlands 30 mi.es 
south of here. 
Snake 
hunting 
was 
Johnson s 
hobby . He was Waco’s city comp ­ 
troller but had gamed note as an 
ex p ert on rep tiles. He had tracked 
snakes more than 30 of his 48 
vears. 
He had 
ship p ed 
thousands ot 
rep tiles to museums. 
He was a member of the Amer­ 
ican Society o? Icthvologists and 
Herp etologists, 
he Tex as Herp e- 
tological League and other sim::ar 
associations. 
Herp etology 
is 
the 
study of rep tiles. 
He once said, “ Fear of snakes is 
nonsense.’’ 
Yesterday , he and his two com­ 
p anions sp otted four rattlers—all 
more than four feet long—in a 
deep ravine. One rattler was be­ 
hind a rock. 
John Sp arks p inned it down. As 
2018 East 7th. P hone j Johnson started to slip a loop over 
its head, the snake sp rang free 
and bit Johnson on the back of his 
hand. He jerked his hand away 
with such force the fangs stuck 
in the flesh. 
As Sp arks killed the snake with 
a rock. Johnson p ulled the fangs
